Mr. Slicpperd had n French wife and a 
viM v pretty and very 'lively daughter, 
who WHS quite a child when Comto d'- 
Drwty on Sundays used to parade his 
linn person in Hyde Park. Tlio bap- 
I ismul namo of the 3-outhful jNfisa Shep- 
pi-i'il was iMina. Her parents came 
wii h iiur to live algether in Paris when 
Loui.n" Napoleon rose to bo Prince 
President of the French Republic. 
-Vl ilia was at thi.s time well on in her 
it'cim, a wonderful linguist, dancer, 
!;yni:!asl and a clever sprite in conver- 
s;iti()ii. She was very small, and al- 
ihou^li no\Y a. blonde was a hL-curious 
ht-fid of pale golden hair, had then a 
profusion of nut-brown tresses, which 
liarinoaized iWith , dark, eyes. As Mi-. 
8hep])erd was the best customer of the 
wini.' dealing firm with which he was 
eoniK-ctcd, the surroundings of the 
young Indy were not always worthy of 
lu'i boauty and accomplisliuiont.s. Slie 
was left a good dml to herself and to 
u certain ■ Mine, Cabarrus, an intimntR 
friend of Einile de Girardin in his first 
wife's time, and she profited by her 
lilierty to make a serious conquest of 
Louis J^apoleon, who in various ways 
showed his gratitude to JTr. Sbepperd. 
Prance had a narrow escape — if esca])e 
it can be. called — of seeing, the young 
Mina raised to the Imperial purple. 
.\s IMiss Sheppcrd was a girl of a clear 
and discerning intellect, and endowed 
with the gift of rapidly assimilating 
the ideas which circulated around her, 
it perJiaps is to be regretted that she 
was not destined to ormanent tlio lin- 
perial throne. The Emperor, after pre- 
ferring .Mile, de INlontijo to the half 
English girl, who, on her mother's side 
belonged to an old Auvergiiat family, 
helped on a match between lior and 
Viconitu Edgar do Brimont. Thiss[)rig 
of French nobility was in the cham- 
])agno business, which took him to 
Epernay and Chalons. As these towns 
were dull, and the camp not far off, 
Vicomto Edgar went with his charm- 
ing young wife a good deal there. It 
was to bo expected that the amiable 
and grateful Emperor should notice 
them, and make much of them. They 
had many cousins on both sides in the 
ariny, occupying high positions. Col- 
onel the Prince do Bauffrcinont was a 
relation of the Vicomto, and CJeneral 
de jNIantaban of the A^icomtcsse, and 
has remainetl faithful to her ever since. 
Her success gave rise to her burning 
jealously at the Tuilleries andtomiscon- 
cpption and injustice on the Vicointe's 
part. He suddenly quarrelled with her 
left her, never to return. The Emperor 
tried to shield her, and when he was at 
Chalons, away from the feminine Cam' 
arilla of the Tuileriea, was glad to see 
her and her relatives, and to hear from 
her lips clever conversations on jioliti- 
cal men and situations. Slio recom- 
mended His Majesty, in an ably- written 
letter, which was found in his desk sub- 
sequently to Sept. '1, not to attempt to 
gain men who had won fame in the 
Orleanist camp, but to look out for un- 
discovered talents, and she was good 
enough to furnish him with a list of 
young journalists in whom she thought 
he would iind the stuff for deputies and 
ministers. 'J'hey were, of course, a 
little wild and hot in their opposition 
to CicsariHin, but she reasoned thiiL 
when tlicy were brought into close 
quarters with the Governmental ma- 
chine t hoy would be sure to modify 
their ideas and to become more practi- 
cable. Clement Uuvei-nois was j 
pointed out by the Vicouitesse ns a 
malleable and very clever journalist. 
She alxo took the just mensnro of M. 
Clement Laurier, who was the pivotal 
nu'inberof a Deniocrative group, includ- 
ing llochefort, Gainbctta, Ploquet (who 
by marrying got out of the lady's reach), 
Louis Noir and Julouard Portalis. 
Mme. de Briuoat was on as good terms' 
with Prince Napoleon as with his cou- 
sin, and is still one of his political ad- 
viser.s. She has been during the last 
fifteen years a^good- deal in- society of 
Turkish Pashas^ in vcompliment to 
whom she has furnished heir apartment 
in the Turkish stylo. There is not a 
chair or sofa in her drawing-room. All 



gave a Turkish ball, at which the num- 
erous male celebrities and tho ladies 
whom she invited came in Oriental 
dress. Mme. de Briinont, like her 
friend, M. Portalis, adopts the Eepub- 
lican cockade, but her republicanism is 
clastic and not inconsistent with Bona- 
partisin. Indeed, it would bo miracu- 
lous if, tho brightest years of her life 
having been associated with tho Imu- 
peror and tho Empire, sho did not at 
the first opportunity relapse into Im- 
perialism. — Truth. 

A Homaaoe of tho Tay Bridsro^OAlam- 
ity. 

A singular story connected with tho 
Tay Bridge catastroplio is told by the 
correspondent of a Dundee paper. 
Briolly ])ut, it is as follows : A gentle- 
man, whoso namo there are obvious 
reasons foi- not divulging, left iiis wife 
at home in a large town in the north of 
England, and started in December, 
1879, on a tour through Scotland, trav- 
elling for a lirm. He kept his wife ac- 
quainted with his iiiovomi'iitH, ;uid wrolfi 
to her from the Scotch metropolis about 
Cliristma.s, tolling her when she might 
expect him back. In his lotter ho in 
timatcs that he had arranged to go to 
Dundee, ina the Tuy Bridge, ou the 
evening of Sunday, Doc. 28. The an- 
nouncement made in tho press on tho 
29th that the bridge had fallen carrying 
with it an express train and many pas- 
senger.s,greatly alarmed tho gentleman's 
wife, who feared, naturally, that hor 
husband was among tVie vietim.s. Her 
fears were conlirined by tho fact that 
she receivnd no loiters from him, and 
cuulu discover no liace uf Iiiiii aiiv- 
where. She went (o DliikIco, passed 
in review the bodies recovered, and 
eventually returned home believing 
herself to bo a widow ; the firm for 
which the missing man had been col 
lecting accounts, on their side, giving 
up the money as lost. Some time after- 
ward a gentleuiau, who know the miss 
ing passenger well, cliancoU to bo in 
London, and on entering an omnibus 
one day was amazed to see him in a 
corner of the vehicle. Explanations 
wore asked and refused ; but all who 
had an interest in tho missing person's 
fate were apprised of tho discovery, 
and his whereabouts wcfo speedily 
found out. The result of enquires made 
was, that he had not gone, as he intend- 
ed, by tho train which went down with 
the Tay Bridge, but that after tho acci- 
dent, feeling sure that his friends would 
believe him to bo drowned, he went to 
London, squandered his employoi'.s' 
money, married a young woman, and 
was enjoying himself at his ease, when 
tho truth was occidentally discovered. 
He was subsequently' arrested for em- 
bezzlement, and sentenced to a year's 
imprisonment. Tho sentence has al- 
most expired, but tho prisoner's finir is 
that ho will only recover his freedom 
to bo brought again before the Court 
on a charge of committing bigamy. If 
this extraordinary story be true, his 
fears will, in all likelihood, be realized.

THE ISLAND JiAILWAY. 

The public must Imve ie:iJ with re- 
gvnt the account of the uiiaundorstand- 
ing between Sir Joux ?il aci>on-ai,!) and 
Mr. Amou DeCosmos as exhibited by 
the report of the proceediugs in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. As both 
gentlemen" represent this district in par- 
liament, it is feared that the disagree 
ment may prevent them working in 
harmony in the future, in which case, 
it will be oleavly understood, the inter- 
ests of Victoria will bo likely to suffer. 
The misunderstanding is the more re- 
gretable because of the delicate state 
of the relations of the province with the 
Dominion. Those relations are sucli as 
to call for the most careful manipula- 
tion and the best raanagciuent, and yet 
we find the two city members, wlien 
they should be acting in unison for the 
common good, giving evidence of the 
existence of any but cordial ffolings 
between tlieui. As is well known, the 
difl'erenco has arisen through a motion 
of Mr. JjeCosmos for copies of all com- 
munications from Mr. •TauTon on the 
subject of the public lands of the pro 
Tince, which ^Nlr. TuuTCii, acting as 
confidential agent for the Dominion, 
has asked might be conveyed to that 
government. In speaking to his motion 
Mr. DeCosmos said he did not hold the 
ministry responsible for the demand, 
he assuming that Mr. Tkutch had ask- 
for the conveyance of lands upon his 
own responsibility. To this Sir John 
Macdonald replied that JMr.TnuTCii had 
only acted in acconlnnco with instruc- 
tions from the Ottawa government, and 
added that that government were en- 
tirely responsible for what Mr. Trutcii 
had done or trifxl to do. In the course 
of the debate that followed i\Ir. De- 
Cosmos lost his tenijier and a|)plied the 
oflfensivo term of "sjn'" to ^ir. Trutcii, 
which was indignantly repelled by Sir 
John who added that while every com- 
munication of a public nature would 
bo brought down, not a single com- 
munication of n confidential character 
from Mr. TnUTCii would bo laid before 
the House. Tliis unfortunate discus- 
sion took place on the afternoon of the 
28th of February. Previous to this 
date Mr. DeCossios had written hope- 
fully of the success of his mission. In 
one of his telegrams ho had said — '-Suc- 
cess I believe to bo certain." Among 
the papers that were laitl before the 
localHouseon Fridayisa telegram from 
Mr. DeCosmos which bears date Ot- 
tawa the 28th February. H.e says-- 
"Sir JouK wrote me to day an official 
note stating that island (railway) ques- 
tion had been before exfuiitive council 
on Saturday and would come up on 
Wednesday next." Negotiations winch 
were progressing favorably before seem 
to have been broken ofT on that day, for 
we find a subsequent telegram from Mr. 
DeCosmos, date 1 tlio -Ith of March, and 
another on tho 8th of March, in both 
of which he states that he has "no 
fuither news to communicate." Act- 
ing upon the inforniation (or, rather, 
lack of i'-formation) conveyed in the last 
telegram Mr. Walkem has laid tho 
correspondence and a resolution before 
this House. This resolnlion will como up 
for discussion on Monday ; and we 
direct the attention of the House to 
the extraordinary coincidence as devel 
oped by the telegrams, viz: That a 
cause which seemed all but won pre- 
vious to the affair between Sir Jon.v 
andWr. DeCos.mos in the House ap- 
pears from that moment to have been 
damaged. Tliedateof tlielastsatisfactory 
telegram and of the misunderstanding is 
the same. What is the inference which 
forces itself upon the mind 1 That Mr. 
DeCosmos — who had earnestly, honest- 
ly, devotedly and intelligently pressed 
the Island railway matter uiwii tho 
attention of the government, and who 
came as nearly as possible to gaining 
his end — by a single net of indiscretion 
has blocked the way to further nego- 
tiations. He seems to have forgotten 
that he was not merely the representa- 
tive of Victoria and the colleague of 
Sir JoiiK Macdonald ; ho seems to 
have overlooked the fact that upon the 
question of the Caiisarvos Terms he 
was the representative of the entire 
province — the Confidential Agent of 
the Government of British Columbia, 
properly accredited, at Ottawa ; and 
that if Mr. Trutcii, who is the Confi- 
dential Agent of the Dominion of Ca- 
nada, properly accredited, at Victoria, 
was open to the offensive appellation of 
"spy," that he (Mr. DeCosmos) 
sailed in the same boat. It is 
unnecessary for us to say that neither 
gentlemen is amenable to the charge; 
and we must be permitted to charac 
terize Mr. DECosJios' attack on .Mr. 
Trutch as ungentlemanlv, unwarrant- 
ed and unprovoked; and under the 
circumstances, exceedingly unwise. So 
far as can be gathered from the corres- 
pondoncQ before us a good and pros- 
perous cause on the eve of achieve 
ment, has been badly damaged (not 
lost) by the lamentable indiscretion of 
its most doughty and faithful ciiain- 
pion, whoso language was such on the 
occasion referred to that the Dominion 
government ceased immediately to ne- 
gotiate with him. Tho aflair is in n 
most unfortunate condition. The pro- 
vince is suffering through tho indis- 
cretion of one of its best friends, and 
whether the situation will be improved 
by an appeal to England is extremely 
doubtfuL Appeals have been tried 
twice before in that quarter, and what 
came of. them? Nothing but delusive 
promises, 'Which were no sooner made 
thail'broken. ' Would it not be better 
for tho House to-morrow — laying aside 
heat and 'prejudice and party politics — 
to agree to discuss the question with 
closed doors to see whether a 
scheme which will promise better re- 
sults than a petition , to the , Throne 
cannot be devised '| ". We Lave not the 
slightest conB^ence in a saiisfEtciory r^* 



IN HOT WATFAt AGAIN. 

Reference to the report of yesterday's 
legislative proceedings will show that 
Mr. ^^Iacke.vzii:, the superintendent of 
education, is again in trouble. Either 
the gentleman's craving for notoriety, 
his inordinate pugnacity, or his itch 
for scribbling, impelled him on Friday 
to indite a very improper letter to Mr. 
Smitiie, leader of tho Opposition. The 
letter amounts to a grave invasion of 
the privileges of the House. Had it 
emanated from a |)rivato individual it 
would have been highly reprehensible ; 
but coming, as it does, frorii a subor- 
dinate officer of tho government, it is 
still more open to censure. Mr. 
Smithe treated the superintendent with 
every consideration and his remark 
was of a casual and anything but of- 
fensive character. From a well-balanc- 
ed mind it would have drawn forth a 
courteous explanation in place of an 
insult and a covert threat. Every one 
who knows Mr. S.mitiie is aware that 
ho is incapable of uttering an untruth, 
and that not tho slightest shadow of 
an excuse can be found for the super- 
intendent's heated epistle. It is un- 
derstood that the executive took the 
letter intoconsidoration yesterday after- 
noon.

-Mr. Smitlio rose to a question of privi- 
logu mill stated that ho had received a

I am also informed that tlio report 
but feebly represents what youdid sayand 
that you went so far as to dramatize tlio 
scene at which this declension to inspect 
took place. I have to to express my rc- 
L;ret that I consider it a duty I owe to 
iiivHulf to deny most posilivclj' that I ever 
iliiclincd to inspect tho Cowichan .schools. 
It ucvui- was usual oven when tlierd were 
two suporintendouts for any countrj' 
.school to be inspected more than once a 
year and tho Cowichan Bchoola were in- 
spected once in tho year lS7!)-80 and por- 
liaps it is not too late oven now fur those 
achooh to bo inspected mice for 1880-81. 

It is true that had not the Kxaiuind- 
tion Fnmds and MitinltimUii 'I'lial.^ (of 
which you are as well aware as I am and 
about which you arc singnlarly silent) 
taken place not only would tho Cowichan 
schools have been in.spcctcd inthe beginn- 
ing of tho year (1880-81) but soalso would 
have been the case with most of the 
schools in the Province. .\s I am not a 
nionibcr of the honorable House to which 
you belong and powerless to answer you 
at present in the same place I trust you 
will do mo the justice to retract what you 
have said.

Mr. Smithe asked the leader of the 
government when tho House would be 
prorogued. 

Mr. Walkem could not tell exactly how 
long Uio work before the House would 
last. 

.VK.XT .'MKin'I.NtI OF HOCSE. 

Mr. Galbraith asked the Attorney- 
General at wh'it time tho next mooting of 
tho House would take place. The time 
of meeting this year was a very conveni- 
ent one. 

Jlr. Walkem coii.sidered the govorn- 
inont bound by tho resolution of tho 
House which was jiasscd last year. 

ADMINISTltATIOX or .TCSTICE BILL. 

In committee, Mr. Ferguson in the 
chair. 

Interpretation clau.so carried. 

Sections 2 and I! were slightly amoiuled 
and carried. 

On section 4 !Mr. Aali was of opinion 
that tho House was going bo3"oiid its pow- 
ers when it repealed an Imperial Act. 

Mr. Walkem said that the House had 
power to repeal inqiorial acts. 

iMr. Ash took exceiitiiiu to the necessity 
of suitors liaviiig to como from remote 
districts til Mctoria when an appeal to the 
supreme court was made. 

iMr. Wiilkeiu replied thai tho procoduro 
in case of appeals was tho same under the 
old system. 

Mr. Smithe tliought that tlie procedure 
was really as had been said, appealing 
from Cu'sar to Clusar. 

Mr. Walkem explained that such was 
not the case. 

Mr. Ash thought tiiat suitors should 
have the opportunity of appealing tosomo 
other judge tiiaii the one before whom 
tho case had been heard. 

Tlie section [lassed. Also section o. 

In Bcction G the word "criminal " was 
struck out and the section passed. 

Mr. Wm. Brown wished to know 
whether it wiu the intention of tho gov 
ernnient to niaico the judges resido at 
Kamloopa! If so it was a mistake. Tlie 
proper place would bo in tho vicinity of 
Cache creek, where tho Cariboo road in- 
tersects the railroad. He would move 
that tho seoond paragrapli be struck out. 

Mr. Walkem said that tlie whole of the 
section had been suggested from Ottawa. 
It was not tho wi.sli of tlie lieut. governor 
in council to move tho judges about from 
place to place. The gov. general in coun- 
cil liad tho power to appoint places for 
judges to reside. He saw no occasion to 
alter the word Clinton. It would give 
tlie judge tho option of living either at 
Clinton or Kaniloops. He thought it 
would be unwise to strike out tlie clause. 

Mr. Gallagher thought Cache creek a 
more central point. He said some intiu- 
once had boon brought to bear on mem- 
bers in this matter. 

Mr. Walkem — No, no. No induonco 
had been brought to bear upon members. 

Mr. Saul did not see why the change to 
Kaniloops was made. There was no ob- 
jection to Clinton when the Judicature 
.•Vet of 1878 was passed. 

Jlr. ]\Iara in opposing the aincnd nciit 
was not actuated by any sectional fojiing 
or jealousy in the matter. Ho was satis- 
fied that the change would bo in the in- 
terests of the whole district. He thought 
that Cache Creek was not tlie place. It 
was without a court house or gaol. Kani- 
loops was tho commercial ceiiler of all 
tliat portion of couiilry and w;is easily' ac- 
cessible by steaiiior from many distant 
points. 

Mr. Saul considered that Kainloops was 
as far from railway works as Clinton. 

Mr. Walkem said tho question was an 
open one and the House was free to ex- 
press its opinion upon it. 

Mr. Vernon thought the clause should 
be left in. It woulil be for tho lieut. 
governor to say hereafter whether the 
judge shall reside at Ulinton or Kam- 
loopa. 

Tho discussion was kept up for some 
longtli of time, thn I/illooot members 
oliiully participating in it. 

Amendment lost by a vote of 10 to 6. 

Mr. Abranis trusted that the govern- 
ment would decide to have one of the 
judges reside at Nanaiino as they had the 
power to do it. (Hear, hear.) 

Clause passed. 

Clause 8 passed uiiamoiided. 

In clause 9 tlie word "appeal" was 
stricken out and the word "rehearing" 
substituted after which it passed. 

Mr. Ash wished to ask the atty. general 
if it was necessary that an appeal should 
be heard by the judge who had tried the 
case. 

Mr. Walkem — Vea. 

Sections 10, 11, 12 and 13 passed with- 
out amendment. 

When section 14 was called on tho at- 
torney general stated that there would bo 
only one registrar of the supremo court 
and the other registi'ar.s would be desig- 
nated district registrars. He would ask 
that several of the clauses be taken as 
read as tiiey had been aubmilted to the 
judges and had been carefully prepared 
from English acts. Tlw sections were 
accordingly taken as read from 1-1 to 20 
inclusive. 

Section 21 laid over. 

Section 22 passed. 

Section 23 wasamcnded by substituting 
" full Court " for " Court of Appeal " aud 
" appeal " for " re hearing " and passed. 

Sections 24 and 25 were slightly .imend- 
i ed and passed. .\lso, section 26. 

On section 27, Mr. E. Brown was of 
opinion that inconvenience would arise if 
the time for the sitting of the Court of 
.\ppcal wore not fixed by the govoriiment. 

Mr. Galbraith ccinoidcd with the opin- 
ion of the mcnibor for New Westminster 
city. 

Mr. AValkeiu tliouglit thoro was some- 
thing in the question raisod by tho hon. 
member for New Westminster city. It 
rested with tho committee to slate how 
often the full Court or Court of Appeal 
should sit. Ho had in every possible way 
avoided interference by tho Lieut. -Gov 
ernor in Council with tho judges. A full 
court once a year he thought would not 
meet the case. 

Mr. Wilson was of opinion that suitors 
would not lose much if there wore no 
courts of appeal. He thought that three 
judges being a quorum should constitute 
a full court. Judges from the upper 
country would like a holiday and come 
down on frivolous pretexts if a Court of 
Appeal were often held. Onco a year

Mr. Cowan thought that if tho judges 
could come to Victoria wlienover they 
pleased tliero would bo no judge at all in 
the upper country during tho winter 
montlis. 

Mr. Smithe thought that a CiJurt of 
Appeal sliould bo held more than onco a 
year. Twice a year would not be too 
often. A (piorum of three judges would 
generally bo suflicieiit. It would bo de- 
sirable that all tho judges should some- 
times sit in Courts of Appeal. 

Mr. Walkem said that if a Court of Ap- 
peal was to be held at all it should sit 
when required. 

Mr. Il7J3rown was still of opinion that 
money would bo saved by Iiaving two 
Courts of Appeal — one at a reasonable 
time of the year on the mainland and the 
other in the winter in Victoria. 

Mr. Ash asked if a system of balloting 
among tho judges could not bo introduced 
for attendance at a Court of Appeal/ Could 
not the Victoria judges go to tho interior 
ail I the interior judges come to Victoria ? 
By all means keep up tho oqualiiy of tlio 
judges. 

Mr. Walkem said that if the periods of 
tho year wore fixed by tho committee it 

would meet with the views of tlio Tfient.- 
Governor in Council. 

Mr. Williams thought that it would 
never do to have a Court of Appeal on 
the mainland. It should be held in A'^ic- 
toria. 

Mr. Mam at first sight tliouglit there 
was something in the suggestion of the 
hon. member for Now Westminster city, 
but when he looked into it lio was con- 
vinced that it would not answer, at least 
not for many years to eoiiio. It would bo 
very expensive to suitors to get lirst-elass 
counsel from tliis city to tho interior. The 
matter should be left with the Lieut. - 
Governor in Couecil to say where tho 
Court should be held. 

iMr. Beaven was of opinion that one 
Court of .Appeal would bo sufllciont for 
some time to come.

Tlie book kept 
is very imperfect and many of tho most 
important matters just mentioned are 
kept in a small pass book which the su- 
perintendent carries in his pocket stating 
the amount of money, but not how dis- 
posed of, nor any mention of other valua- 
bles the patient may liavo boon poaaosscd 
111 entrance. This can bo easily over- 
ciiiiie without much exponso and hope 
tho cliange will bo made apparent to the 
lirectors. 

The ga.il was visited by your commit- 
tee, accompanied by tho supt;, Mr. Todd. 
Carefully investigated this institution 
and found everything in tho greatest or- 
der and cleanliness under the circum- 
stances, the building being in such a de- 
cayed state.

When tho construc- 
tion of tliis tlrydook was contemplated 
and phuis and spccitications called for 
it was thought that granito could not 
be supplied unless at a tremendous ex 
piBnse, so much so that the idea of con- 
structing the dock of granito entirely 
could not bo entertained on account of 
cost. Sandstouo as tho next last avail- 
able material was then siieciGed and 
called for. It was specified, notwith- 
standing that in certain portions of 
tliis drydock when material possessing 
durable and cohesive qualities in an 
eminent degree wore imperitively neces- 
saty, granite must bo furnished at any 
cost and bronglit from any distance, 
but happily subse([uent discover- 
ies have revealed the pleasing fact tiiat 
X'nncouvcr and adjacant Islands can 
add to tho long list of their wealthy 
deposits tho pos:3e5sioii of a supply of 
granito inexhaustible in quantity and 
unsurpassed in qualit}-; and row the 
question is will wc use prime material, 
wiion we know wo possess it in quan- 
tity ami quality that cannot be sur- 
])a.ssod perhaps in the universe, or will 
we ])refer inferior material to save a 
fraution of cost that wo will not be 
called upon to pay. 

Were I in a position, where I could 
be dictatorial I would say that dock 
must be built of granite, but giving an 
o|)inion from an humble standjnint I 
am compelled to give my reasons for 
my opinion. This dock should not. be 
built of sandstone as such ma- 
terial is inferior and perishable. 
It should not be built of sandstone for 
by so doing we jeopardize our claim to 
the Imperial subsidy, the condition un- 
der which we can claim that subsidy 
is the construction of a first class dock 
nnd one constructed of sandstone can- 
not bo called first class when su[;erior 
material can be so easily obtained. 
It should not be built of sandstone or 
any inferior material as it would give 
the Dominion government a loophole or 
])ri fence for further defalcations to- 
wards us by withholding or refusing to 
pay the amount guaraiiteetl under the 
pretence that the money was misap- 
plied. 

It should be built of gruiiitc. al- 
though the moro expensive at present 
tho durability of the material not need- 
ing repair would make it cheaper and 
more econoinical in the near future. It 
should be built of granite to secure 
prompt iiayment of the Imperial subsi- 
dy. It should bo built of granite in 
the interests of the Dominion, and to 
give our brethren in tho East a further 
assuranee of our faith find loyalty.

ment of a proposal to construct the 

island railway at the expense of Cana- 
da. This is clear upon the face of the 
papers, audit is also evident tliat the 
goodwill of the Dominion Government 
continued beyond the I5th of January. 
Though its principal members were 
worn by unparalleled debates and strick- 
en by sickness Sir John iMacdonakl, on 
the 22nd February, promised that his 
cabinet should reconsider tho island 
railsvay question. IIo was as good as 
his word. It was considered in execu- 
tive council on the 26th and postponed 
and again brought before the council 
on tho 2nd Jlarcli, when no decision 
appears to have been como to. The 
minister of railways was then danger- 
ously ill, and un;'blo to attend to any 
kind of business. He continued in that 
state and had to leave Ottawa six days 
later, at tlie date of Mr. DeCosmos last 
telegram, wdiich simply states that he 
had no further news to communicate." 

In these facts I must think there is 
nothing to iiidicatu backwardness or 
bad faith on the part of our senior 
niember, Sir John Macdonald, or his 
goveniinent. They have been doing 
their best under difficult circumstances. 
But what is the action of Mr. Walkem 
and his colleagues ? Hastily and petu- 
lantly while negotiations are pending 
they assume the existence of backward- 
ness and bad faith on tho part of Cana- 
da,terminato negotiations with a friend- 
ly government and adopt the ridiculous 
procedure of sending a gentleman with 
a letter to London to talk over a fami- 
liar question with the under secretary 
for tho colonics. The urbane Mr. Her- 
bert will read the letter and listen to 
Mr. DeCosmos' sta:eraents, as he has 
listened to them before, nnd as he 
has listened to Mr. Wulkein, and in 
due time the secretary of state will 
write the usual letter to the Dominion 
Government — every ono concerned all 
the while knowing well that the Eng 
lish government cannot put any pres- 
sure on the parliament of Canada. No- 
body will grudge a pleasant trip to jNIr. 
DeCosmos; but it is at Ottawa that 
tho island railway question must bo 
settled. Our foolish government have 
interrupted promising negotiations, nnd 
by the reference to England farco have 
alienated a friendly government and af- 
forded an excuse for delaying island 
railway construction, if such an excuse 
were wanted. Islander. 

Tho Oitr Oflolal Map. 

To TitE Editor: — The report of the 
Private Bills Committee of the Legis- 
lature on A. B. Gray's petition relta- 
tivo to an alleged alteration on the 
Victoria, 1880, City Official Map, and 
the printed evidence taken in connec- 
tion with the enquiry, reveal the as- 
tounding facts that, to use the mild 
and parliamentary, but yet forcible 
language of tho legislative committee, 
"That Messrs. Pearso and Pemberton, 
C. E. 's, did subsequently to the passage 
of the Act, and before registration of 
the map, make certain alterations to 
tho map not contemplated or authoriz- 
ed by the Act," among which altera- 
tions is included that complained of in 
the aforesaid petition of A. B. Gray. 
The referred to alteration is the plac- 
ing of a public landing of 32 ft. wide nt 
foot of Yates street. Tho public have had 
recently placed before them the report of 
the special committee of tho city council, 
stating this landing to bo 10 feet wide and 
tho additional ovidenco adduced boforo 
the Private Bill Committee supports this 
width; but bo the width what it may tho 
conduct of tho survey commiaaioners is 
unjustifiable in law, unfair in equity and 
disastrous to municipal interei;ts. 

The evidonco of ±ilr. Yatoa' agent that 
he besought Coinmiss,ioiier Pearac, and sub- 
sequently through the legal agency of 
Messrs. Drake & Jackson, endeavored to 
ceorce him to have the landing placed on 
the map during its p.assago last year 
through the private bills committee shows 
that tho original absence from the landing 
was not tho result of oversight, while 
the asserted possession of oflicial evidonco 
to provo tho landing to be 16 fuet, wide 
contrasted with Mr. Pearse's 32 feet fig- 
ures put on six months after tho passage 
of the Act, is (to continue parliamentary 
parlance) most unaccountable. Tho city 
survey is now more complicated than 
ever, through the commissioners altering 
tho map in a manner " not contemplated 
or authorized by the Act." Tho Private 
Bills Committeo give tho opinion that the 
1880 official (I) map has boon invalidated 
and has no legality, force or cfl'ect. In 
thu interest of tho city it is necessary that 
the status of tho 1880 map be determined 
and with this view it is most daairablo that 
tho legislature should, before its proroga- 
tion, tako some action in regard thereto.

Tho Directors in nmkiiig thoir Annual Report hiivo to inform the Subscribers 
that during tho p.-iat ya.u- tliuy h:ivo succoodotl in purchaaiiig it pint of hmd of 5 acres 
imniodiatoly adjuiniiri; tlie Hospital, fur tho pnr|)oso of oroctitig an Asyhim for Con- 
valesconts in connection with tliu Hospital. The (uivoriiinciit have voted a sum of 
money for tho oroction of the ncciis.sary building.s; lint before the works could bo 
commenced tho Government required tho land to be conveyed to tho Cr(;w.!i, which 
haa boon done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, see thi.s moat necessary adjunct 
to tho institutions of the Province complotod. 

Tho Director.s roorot that tho Iloiiso of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
clotoly reversing tho' iiolicy under which the Hospital has been for so many yo.n-s 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Covi-niiiiont liave beon^ content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the lioard, and as a rule tlmso tiovenunent Directors have been 
active and useful nicmbcrs, and hnvo fully answered tho luirposes for which they were 
placed on tlie Board. 

Tho other Directors are tho nominees of tho Subaoribora. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention iiecossary to details takes up a groat de.al of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed etliciently by eight gentlcinon will bo cciually as well per- 
formed by four is suppusing too much, and tho inevitable result will bo a roourronco 
to tho worst evils of the past. The interest whieli the public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, nul the active and friendly assistance given by 
manv will hardly bo extended to a jiurely fioverninent institution. 

The Directors have again to e.vpress "their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir .and tho 
Vancotivor Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

The adairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, an will bo soon by 
tho amount of sufl'erings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho cxiiendituro. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Govornraent will prevent them again oll'ering thoir services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for r. r-tiini of fmb.-.nriptinn.-. .".nd the opinin.i.s ..vnioM-ifxl nf 
tho change, they fear that tho closing of one of the moat nacful institutions of the 
Provinoo will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet remains to bo oonaidorod tho question of tho oivnorship of tho pro- 
perly and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yot in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to o.\pi ess my tlianks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to dr.-iw the 
attention of tlio Board of Directors to tho adniiniblo manner in whicli tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in .a public institution.

, nlioko, it will be my duty to further the iiiteresLs of 
[ the District represented to the best of my abilities. 
1 Whatever is conducive to the welfare of the whole 
! Dominion cannot fail in itieetiiig with my hearty 
^ support. And anything that comes within tho pro- 
I vlncu of tlie General (Invcrnment to do for the Dls- 
\ triet must and will have due attention. 

In connection with the latter, I should adt'ocntc 
the appointnient by the Uomiiiion Oovernraent of a 
resident Geologist with sulliclent nssistaneo (o 
' thoroughly examine tlio whole counlrv, taking tho 
well known minotnl localities first. 

Taiiiff— I would advocate such special legislation 
for the Province as would lighten or eiiualiio the 
bearing the Dominion Tariff has .against the obtaln- 
I ing certain necessaries of consuinptlon, at least until 
I such times ns advantage could be t.aken of the ma- 
I terlal bond of Union (tho llailwav). In this connec- 
tion, I would advocate a branch line of Railway from 
Tete Jauiie Cache to the most central point of the 
Cariboo DistricI, so that mining material could bo 
obtained without the ruinous coat that at present is 
I such a barrier against tho dorolopracnt of tho niin- 
I ing interests. 

I would strive to secure for tho Province greater 
I facilities in the mail service, aoeordingas the rcrniire- 
I meiits of fhe country demand, iloiie.: mv utmost to 
I cause the service between lJ.irkervillc aiid Qucsnclle 

l-'iirks to be renewed. 
I In coiieluslon, I may state that I should be an nc- 
tive .arm earnest supjiortev of the Conservative Party. 
Further, that my mining and other Interests are bo 
identlfled with yours that anythliij I can do, either 
in tho House or out of it, for tho benefit ol myself, 
nannot fail to be of good to the whole district repre- 
sented.
